Heading, Eng., Dec. 19.— At the open- 
ing of the Wellington Club to-day the 
Earl of Selbornc, under secretary for the 
colonies, discussing the foreign policy of 
the government, maintained that the 
Marquis of Salisbury's management of 
the relations between Great Britain and 
the United States alone entitled him to 
Ihe absolute confidence of the country. 
The change which has taken place from 
three years back, when both countries 
were discussing Hie possibilities of war, 
would not have been possible except for 
the cool, firm, far-seeing way in which 
the Premier hud dealt with the Venezue- 
lan difficulty. 

( Continuing, the Earl of Selborne said: 
"A very simple, but very great thing has 
happened. A misunderstanding has been 
removed. The people of the United 
States had not understood Britain's feel- 
ing towards them. Now they understand. 
That is all. But it is immense." 

"Great Britain," he continued, "lias 
not proposed to use the United States 
for her purposes, any more than our 
friends across the Atlantic have pro- 
posed to use Great Britain for their I''-"'- 
I'.oses. Where our interests are identi- 
cal we may hope for co-operation. When 
one country has an interest and the 
other has none, wo may hope that the 
country not interested will do what it 
can to support its friends. Where the in- 
terests may nnhnpply tend to diverge 
they should hasten to mutual concili- 
ation, to an understanding, so as to 
arrive at a speedy compromise before 
there is any chance of u breach of their 
friendship," (Applause). 

RETIRED BY PHYSICIANS. 

Prussian Minister of Finance Must

Berlin, Dee. 10. — Dr. Johannes Miquel, 
Prussian minister of finance, is sick ns 
the result of an attack of influenza. His 
physicians have prescribed retirement 
from ollleial activity nnd his resignation 
is expected on the opening of the Prus- 
sian diet in January.

I\ew York, Dec. 19— Information con- 
cerning the Russian government loan 
sought to be placed in this country was 
given out to-day by J. & W. Seliginan 
& Co. This linn'B London representa- 
tives, Seligman Bros. & Co., cabled to 
the New York house asking whether or 
not they could place $10,000,000 four per 
cent, thirty year Russian railway bonds 
guaranteed by the Russian government. 
The matter was considered and decided 
in the negative.

Another American Cruiser Finds Peace 
More Hurtful Than War. 

Santiago de Cuba, Dec. IS. — While the 
United States cruiser Cincinnati was 
leaving port about sunset yesterday she 
ran full speed upon a rock clearly de- 
fined in the charts, but not buoyed. 

Last September Gen. Leonard Wood, 
considering I hat the absence of n buoy 
there might lead to some accident, an- 
chored a small one, the first ever placed 
there, but the Bessie, on entering the 
harbor one night carried it away and 
since then there has been no buoy to 
mark the location of the rock. 

The Cincinnati probably is not serious- 
ly damaged, as she is not taking water. 
For the last, twenty-four hours the gov- 
ernment collier Southery and the May- 
flower have been engaged in an effort to 
lull! her off. Thus fur their efforts have 
been unsuccessful hut it is hoped they 
will have better luck to-night at high 
tide. The principal risk now is ol' tear- 
ing a hole in the cruiser's bottom while 
sjie is pulling off. 

Capt. C. M. Chester, the cruiser's com- 
mander, insists that the landmarks arc 
in Hie wrong places and have not, been 
altered in any way since the American 
occupation. Pilots are not compulsory 
upon the entrance of warships, but the 
Santiago harbor is difficult and a war- 
ship should invariably take one. Here- 
after a large buoy will mark Ihe rock 
upon which the Cincinnati struck.

Important Step Towards Realization of 
British Railway Across Africa. 

London, Dec. 1!).— News has come via 
Zanzibar from Major Macdimald. who is 
the head of a British exploration party in 
East Africa. The party started in 1S97, 
His reports give England further canst 
for congratulation in her plan to civilize 
Africa and build a British highway from 
Cairo to Capetown.

SATURDAY'S RUGBY MATCH. 
. Although Victoria did not succeed in 
winning the football match at Vancou- 
ver on Saturday, they have every reason 
ti> feel satisfied with the result. Until 
Schofield got hurt they had the best of 
the play, and it was fully twenty min- 
utes before Vancouver crossed the half 
line. During this period Victoria pressed 
them severely, the three-quarters show- 
ing good combination. After numerous 
attempts Schofield got over the line and 
• •niched down, but. the point was not al- 
lowed, the referee considering him held 
over the line. In the second half Cullin 
got within a few yards of the touch-line 
when he dropped the ball, knocking it 
over the line with his knee. Gamble, 
who was following closely, touched 
down, but again the point was disal- 
lowed for thrown forward, but it ap- 
peared to be a perfectly legitimate point. 

The Victoria backs were better than 
Vancouver's, and tin- forwards wen! 
good in the open and dribbling, but did 
not pek quite so close and wedge-like as 
Vancouver. Fully three-fourths of the 
play wtis in Vancouver's 25, and it 
speaks well for their defence that the 
match ended in a pointless draw. Vic- 
toria was unfortunate in having Scho- 
lield hurt, as be was rendered practically 
useless for the rest of the match, but he 
pluckily went back and played through 
the game.

Ihe Umatilla happened along in good 
tlmei and the GluaO, getting her bear- 
ings from the skipper of the mail ship, 
put about, and with a favorable breeze 
soon made tracks. After leaving the 
ship behind, the Umatilla in the course 
of an hour or so overtook three sailing 
ips in tow, and saw in the distance 
a fourth vessel, evidently iaden, sailing. 
She had two standing gaffs, but further 
than this Capt. Cushions could not give 
any description. If she is for British 
Columbia— and it is thought she is— she 
is the Mritish ship City of Florence, 
which is now due from England with 
general cargo. The City of Florence is 
a small vessel but very speedy, being a 
sister ship to the City of Adelaide, the 
record-holder for voyages between Lon- 
don and Melbourne, Sydney and Lon- 
don, and Hongkong and Antwerp. 
A KOUGH TRIP. 
Passengers who arrived on tin' steamer 
Islander on Sunday report having had a 
very rough trip. It was the roughest 
passage the steamer has had in eignt 
years, according to one authority on the 
subject. .lust, as Ten-Mile point was 
rounded a huge sea struck the after 
quarter of the steamer and smashed in 
several of the lower windows and Hood- 
ing the room just under the dining ball, 
finding its way to Purser Moore's room 
and giving him a salt water bath. It 
was impossible to iftnnd anywhere on 
board without gripping something solid. 
The floor in the dining hall was also 
covered, it is said, six inches deep, and 
considerable damage was done by the 
alt water. A lady who had been lying 
on one of the seats was thrown several 
feet by a sudden lurch of the ship. 
Luggage was thrown about pretty lively 
in the baggage room, and it was not un- 
til yesterday morning that the door of 
this room could be opened, the baggage 
having been so thrown against it that 
access could only be gained through the 
window. A commercial traveller said 
last evening that every particle of his 
clothing he had to semi to the laundry 
when he arrived. lie did not fear any 
danger, however, as the Islander having 
five air-tight compartments in her, is al- 
most unsinkable.

RAIL TO THE YUKON.

correspondent re-opens the discussion 
of ii 11 all-Canadian route to the Yukon. 
Ill ;i private note lie nslcs if the Colonist 
Mcnimot do something to arouse Interest 
miew in this important matter. Y\'e do 
mil know. We are not favorably im- 
pressed with the suggestion that our 
people can be aroused on this subject. 
British Columbia had a govcri'inio'rit tlmt 
waa alive to its 'development. Its career 
wns cut short in the midst of its useful- 
ness, and some people put in power "'ho 
-represent the most reactionary ideas. 
'The public seem quite indifferent about 
it. They have seen the province arrested 
in ils progress, but if they care, they sny 
nothing about. Moreover there are other 
difficulties to be overcome. If a plan is 
■ proposed by which something may bo 
accomplished, at once objection is raised 
that some one is going to make boiuc- 
1hing, as if anything could be done in the 
way of progress without someone profit- 
ing. Politics obtrudes itself into every- 
thing and sectionalism gets in its work. 
With n province ot possibilities that are 
practically unlimited, wo have fallen 
back upon a do-nothing policy. 

Our correspondent speaks of Skagway 
and its growth and business. 11" will be 
surprised to learn thai there are people 
in Victoria, who have found serious fault 
with the Colonist for advocating a policy 
that would lead" to ihe building of such 
a city on the British Columbia seaboard, 
lie will he surprised to be informed that 
prominent people have told the Colonist 
thai it was a mistake to advocate the 
opening of the northern part of the prov- 
ince, and also to urge the improvement of 
Hie connections of Victoria with the 
Mainland. Sometimes we almost lose 
hope of seeing the people of this city 
awaken to the magnificent opportunity 
which remains unimproved. Yet when 
we reflect upon what a field there is for 
work, when we endeavor to realize what 
the development, of the northern country 
menus to Victoria and every interest 
eentering here, we feel that notwith- 
standing past disappointments it is the 
■duty of the Victoria press to endeavor to 
•stir public opinion up to such a point, 
that it will rest content with nothing less 
.than an all-Canadian line to the Yukon. 

The Colonist is not opposed to any 
'existing route, nor does it desire to lay 
a straw in the way of the success of any 
enterprise, If it wished, it could not 
prevent Skagway and the railway 
through the White Pass from becoming 
very important factors in connection 
with Yukon development. What it wants 
to see accomplished is the construction 
of a railway that will start from a Brit- 
ish Columbian port, open up some three 
hundred miles of British Columbia ter- 
ritory by its main line ami tap the Yu- 
kon waters, having branches that will 
develop Cassiar and Omlnecn. We wel- 
come our correspondent's letter and hope 
it will lead to ethers. We tell the peo- 
ple of Victoria that they have more at 
stake in this matter than they think. 
Some day they may awaken to find out 
what they have lest by neglecting the 
■opening of Northern British Columbia. 
Silld a. merchant to whom this observa- 
tion was made a few days ago: "Thnt's 
ihe way with you newspapers, Don't 
.you know that we are already doing a 
tine trade with the North?" Wc answer 
Unit we know just what is being done in 
that way, but are not content simply to 
.let the city stand still. , Victoria ought 
to grow rapidly in population and com- 
mercial importance. It can hold its own 
against all competitors if it puts forth 
the effort' The first step towards plac- 
ing it where it ought to be is to secure 
Jin nil-Canadian route to the Yukon. 



AN EDUCATIONAL CENTRE. 

Kootcnay papers are discur.sing the 
proper location for a school of mines. 
The Rossland papers naturally want it 
at Rossland and the Nelson papers at 
Nelson. Either place would be a good 
location, but we venture to suggest that 
Victoria would be better than either. It 
is time that some attention was given to 
the establishment of educational institu- 
tions in this province of a grade higher 
than the public schools, and it would 
be a wise move on the part of the people 
of Victoria to lake the initiative. Brit- 
ish Columbia needs not only a. good 
School of Minos, but u training school 
for teachers. Later it will need n col- 
lege, where a university course can be 
taken. No place in British Columbia is 
so Well adapted to become the educa- 
tional centre of the province as Victoria. 
During the course of the next decade, the 
northern country will so develop that 
Victoria will be by far the most con- 
venienl point for such institutions. II 
has advantages in other respects than 
cannot he duplicated. In the many pro- 
positions made to advance the .import- 
ance of our oily, the idea of making it 
the educational centre of the Canadian 
Pacific Northwest has been lost sight of. 
It is time that some Interest was aroused 
in it.

TEIIO YUKON CHARGES. 



We frankly admit that we do not care 
to make anonymous charges against pub- 
lic officials; yet In regard to the Yukon 
it: is almost impossible to get persons to 
allow their names to he used. Three 
classes of reasons are given. One is 
that the complainants regard their 
knowledge of the existence of scandals 
as nn advantage to them in dcali 
Ihe officials; another is thai ih... 
paid for privileges and ii would he fool-' 
ish lo lose the advantage thus gained; a 
third is that the eoinplnhvanls will have 
business to do with officials in Dawson 
next year, and do not wish to handicap 
themselves. To some people these will 
seem like very insufficient reasons, hut 
when men make specific allegations, and 
give one or the other of these grounds for 
being unwilling to have their names used 
in connection with them, il is impossible 
not to he impressed by them, The Col- 
onist has seen scores of people from 
Dawson, -who were outspoken in private 
as in the wrongful nets of officials, per- 
sons of excellent repute, Englishmen, 
Canadians, Australians and aliens, but 
Uiey all seemed Influenced by the idea 
that it would not be safe to allow their 
names to he connected wilh anything 
publicly. One of the most, unfortunate 
things in connection wilh the Yukon 
scandals is the existence of the feeling 
that it is not safe to speak out plainly. 
Hint the government is determined upon 
protecting the officials, and that the man 
who prefers charges will be black-listed, 
'This is a. most melancholy feature of the 
■ease. Tt ought not to be in any part of 
-Canada that a man should be afraid to 
i«X[iosc wrong-doing, .,.•■., 



The notion that the bench is a 
holy of holies, and thill the men \ 
upon it are 'protected from publi 
eisni will be dispelled, if one picks up 
the British Law Times and looks 
through its columns. Thus we find thai 
paper, in discussing the magnitude ol 
u verdict given ill a certain case, speak- 
ing of Mr. Justice Hawkins as "being 
steeped in sentiment." Again we find 
il telling Mr. Justice Day that, if a 
judge could be sued for libel for words 
spoken from the bench, he would he ut- 
terly without a defence. We find the 
following published in connection with 
some election cases: 

Recent events would seem to go a long 
way to justify the prediction contained 
in Chief Justice 'Cockburu's celebrated 
letter to the Lord Chancellor in 1NUS. 
protesting against, the proposal then he- 
lore parliament for devolving upon the 
judges the duty of trying controverted 
elections. In that letter the Chief Jus- 
tice says: "In conformity with Your 
Lordship's wishes, 1 have consulted the 
judges, and I am charged by them, one 
and all, to convey to you their strong 
and unanimous feeling of Insuperable re- 
pugnance to having these now and ob- 
jectionable duties thrust upon them. We 
are Unanimously of opinion that the In- 
evitable consequences of putting judges 
to try (deetien petitions will be to lower 
and degrade the judicial office and to de- 
stroy, or at all events materially impair 
Ihe confidence of the public in the 
thorough impartiality and inflexible in- 
tegrity of the judges when in the course 
of their ordinary duties, political mutters 
come incidentally before them. This 
confidence, which does so much lo main- 
tain tin; respect for the administration 
of justice, and to uphold the salutary 
influence of its ministers, has in a great 
measure arisen from the judges being in 
no way mixed up with political matters 
except when, as was just observed, such 
matters are unavoidably involved in 
trials. Angry and excited partisans will 
not he unlikely to question the motives 
which have led to the judgment. Their 
sentiments may be echoed by the press. 
Can it be expected that, if brought into 
contact with these • strong prejudices 
and passions, the judicial office will not 
suffer in the public esteem, Hint its dig- 
nity will not be lowered, and the venera- 
tion which lias hitherto attached to it 
lie materially diminished '!" 

We hardly know what some people 
would think if a Britsh Columbia paper 
should refer to I lie conduct of judges in 
this way. And yet ibis language is 
moderation itself compared to some com- 
ments in the British press on British 
judges.

THAT ALLEGED CONTEMPT. 

The government papers which shrieked 
in their predictions that Messrs. Ellis and 
Lugriu of the Victoria Colonist had been 
guilty of contempt of court, which was 
deserving of severe punishment, should 
now feel heartily ashamed of them- 
selves. We said at the time the commit- 
tal of these two gentlemen was made 
that if punishment was meted out to 
them for utterances given vent to as tc 
I lie advisability of a gentleman, who Tie- 
fore being appointed u judge,. had been an 
active partizun, sitting on nn election 
case in which he was personally con 
corned, then we might no longer boas 
of one of our highest liberties— the free 
dom of the press. The judge dismissed 
the case, each party paying their own 
costs. It does seem n pity that the de 
fondants in the case should he asked to 
lose anything financially just because 
some person, having a political grudge 
again* ttho Colonist, wished to vent their 
spleen upon it. In this they have failed 
and they should now slink back like the 
whipped curs to their kennels. Our 
morning contemporary, especially, which 
delivered its judgment on the case so 
profoundly, should feel especially small 
over the fact that Mr. Justice Drake's 
decision did not concur witli its superior 
view.— Vancouver World. 



Although a week has passed sinee Mr. 
Justice Drake declined t<> send Messrs. 
Ellis and Litgrin to gaol, we have not 
observed that any of Ihe papers, which 
were so desirous of seeing that result 
reached, have raised their voices in pro- 
test. According to some of our contem- 
poraries, the dignity of the Supreme 
court and the very integrity of our in- 
stitutions would lie jeopardized if those 
gentlemen were not promptly incarcer- 
ated, Mr. Justice Drake seemed to 
think otherwise. Now if the Colonist 
had taken the position which (hey did, 
and a judge of the Supreme court had 
gone so contrary to its views of what 
the interests of justice demanded, it 
would have entered its protest. The 
trouble with them is that they have only 
tin- courage lo lie nasty. They have no 
conception of their rights us newspapers, 
and if they hail would lack tlii! courage 
to assort them, If the Times and the 
News-Advertiser were right in their re- 
marks upon the contempt proceedings, 
ig with j they would have been justified in read- 
y have! iug Mr. Justice Drake a severe les 
I'm- his failure to accept that view of 
dignity of the court, and the rights of 
newspapers to comment upon passing 
events,

Sottgccs Indians Better Off in tho Way 
of Homes Than Most People, 

In the discussion of the question f the 
removal of the Songees Indians from the 
reserve which separates Victoria West 
from the business portion of the city, tile- 
fact that these Indians have two other 
reserves within a short distance of Vic- 
toria, has to a large extent been lost 
sight off. Besides what is known as the 
Victoria reserve there is one at lOsipii- 
lualt and another on Discovery island 
According to the registry at the Indian 
office 3 HI of these Indians have their 
homes on the Victoria reserve, otj on Dis- 
covery island, and 20 at Esqitimalt, al- 
together it is safe to say that at _ tho 
present time with very few exceptions 
they are all on the Victoria reserve, while 
during the summer the majority will he 
fOUlld on the other reserves. Like the 
aristocrats of the white race they leave 
the city in the summer, returning in the 
fall for the gayeties of the winter sea- 
son, , 

All oV the Indians are practically self- 
sustaining, what they do receive from Ihe 
Dominion government coming out of 
funds that belong to them. A few years 
ago most of (he men of the tribe found 
employment in the sawmills, on steamers 
and along the wharves, but Ihe Chinese 
sawmill hands and the white longshore- 
men have taken their places. Now they 
uinkc a livelihood by fishing and doing 
odd jobs. 

THE CAMPAIGN IN BAGOT. 

Why Quebec Supports Sir Wilfrid Made 
Plain by a Liberal Member, 

Prom the Montreal Stur, 

St. Liboire, Que., Dec. S— After the 
nominations here yesterday, a large pub- 
lic meeting was addressed by the two 
candidates for Bagot, as well ns by a 
number of members of parliament. The 
speaking was begun by Mr, J. E. Mur- 
ed, the Liberal candidate, who was fol- 
lowed by his Conservative opponent, Mr. 
Brodeur, both confining-' themselves to 
local issues. Then Mr. Bcauparlant, of 
St. Hyneinthc, spoke for the Liberals 
anil was followed by Mr. 1<\ D. Monk, 
M.I*,, who referred to the increase of 
debt, and expenditure under Sic Wilfrid 
Laurier. He' also condemned the con- 
duct of the government in regard to the 
tariff. 

Mr. LemieuX, M.I 1 ., claimed for Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier that he had settled the 
Manitoba school question to the satisfac- 
tion of the Pope and the bishops. He 
also spoke of Sir Charles Tupper being a 
Protestant, and asked his hearers if they 
would vote for him against Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, a Erench-Ca nadiau. -who laid 
made so imposing a figure at the Lon- 
don jubilee proceedings and -who was 
no\V at Washington, winning the admir- 
ation of nil. 

Mr. Bergeron, M.P.. who followed Mr. 
Lcmleux, referred to the hitter's appeal 
for votes for Sir Wilfrid Laurier on ac- 
count of his being a French-Canadian, an 
appeal that had been made by less Im- 
portant speakers in other parts of the 
constituency, Would Mr, Lemieux, a 
member of parliament, ho asked, dare 
lo line such language in Ontario or tho 
Maritime Provinces? Such appeals were 
to be condemned. Mr. Bergeron also spoke 
of the Manitoba school question, which 
hud been introduced by the Liberal 
speakers. The Catholics in Manitoba 
might not he so persecuted now as they 
had been.

THE COLUMBIA'S ADVENTURES. 

Story That the Ship Is Not in So Bad 
a Condit iou us ELer Cuptain 
Makes Out. 

A sensational announcement appeared 
in the Honolulu Star of December 17, 
that the steamer City of Columbia was 
not so badly damaged in her accident as 
had been understood, and that she would 
go from Ililo to Honolulu under her own 
steam. This report is disputed by the 
former managers of the line at Seattle, 
who refer to the report of the board of 
survey as to the damage sustained. The 
article which appeared in the Honolulu 
paper was as follows: 

"Now it is said that the City of 
Columbia is as good as she was when 
she came hen 1 ; that she hasn't a bro- 
ken back, hut only a 'hog' hack, and 
she has had that for years; that she 
did not spring any serious leak on the 
trip from here toward Hilo, and that 
she never was in any danger. 

" Her ' race with death,' it is openly 
charged, was all in the excited mind of 

Capt. Mil nor. Letters received here 
from the navigating officer, Mr. Smith, 
and from the chief engineer, Mr. Turner, 
say there is no reason iu the world why 
they should not have proceeded to Seat- 
tle. 

" Passengers of the Garonne say that 
the crew of the vessel have openly taunt- 
ed Capt, Milnor on the streets of Hilo 
with having lost his head. 

" As to the condition of the steamer, 
the United States consular agent at 
Hilo gave his permission for the vessel 
to proceed to Honolulu under her own 
steam. The officers and crew, except 
Capt. Milnor, were willing to bring her 
here. Capt. Turner,. the representative 
of the underwriters, after examining her, 
said there would be neither difficulty nor 
danger in bringing her. All arrange- 
ments were made for her to start some 
time to-day. when one of the creditors 
in Hilo libeled her for the account due 
him. It is understood that on the ad- 
vice of attorneys here this libel will be 
released and the steamer allowed to pro- 
ceed to Honolulu, where she will be 
libelled for the account. 

"The crew have not been paid for 
three months. About $15,000 is due in 
wages. An arrangement was reached 
last week by which the crew were to 
accept orders Cor their wages on the 
company in Seattle, come here on last 
Friday's Kinnu. and go by the first op- 
portunity to Seattle. The ship mean- 
while wtis to be held nihil it was found 
whether these orders were honored or 
not. At the last; moment this arrange- 
ment fell through."

THE YUKON TRADE. WHERE DO 
WE STAND 2 

Sir: — Hnve we ncceptod the decision 
Of the Senate of Camilla as disposing of 
this question finally and for all time? 

Hnve we done all that can be done and 
Kone to sleep, allowing matters to take 
their course, the course that will turn 
over to "the United States ihe best part 
of the Yukon trade in. commerce and 
transportation? 

A year ago when the Klondike boom 
was at its height the subject was in 
every mouth, hut now that the trade of 
the great Yukon ocuntry has duttliid 
down to a business basis, are we to give 
up every effort to try and secure and 
hold what naturally belong sto Canada? 

Are we to shut our mouth;] anil hide 
our pens in order that we may not be 
forgotten when the leadings from the 
rich man's table are being distributed 
in Canada? 

Whether we may be Liberals or Con- 
servatives in Dominion politics all in- 
terested in the commerce of Canada 
must regret that the scheme for an all 
Canadian route to the Yukon from a sea 
port on the British Columbia seaboard to 
Teslin lake was not consuminataed. 

Without discussing the general prin 
eiples involved in the Mackenzie & Mann 
contract for a railway from Glenora to 
Teslin lake, all who have studied the 
matter must admit that that piece of 
road would have formed an important 
link in an all-Canadian route, and that 
its completion to Port. Simpson would 
have made the trade of the Canadian 
Yukon entirely tributary to Canada, 
while the traflie to and from the Ameri- 
can Yukon would also have passed over 
this road. 

The concessions to have been granted 
in the Mackenzie it Mann contract would 
have ensured the building of the road 
without any cost to Canada. The pro 
posed concessions were of very doubt I'nl 
value, and there is no one acquainted 
with the country who considered the in 
trinsic value of the charter as worth a 
dollar apart, from the right to build and 
operate the railway as in itself a prob 
ably profitable investment. 

That gold mining cannot stand ex 
cosslve taxation is evidenced by the de- 
termined opposition to the royalty, which 
will probably be done away with. 

Mackenzie & Mann's contract' provid 
ed that they would be granted extensive 
' areas to land with gold therein, but 
they had to discover the gold or the 
grants would be worthless, and those 
grants would not be prospected by others 
unless the terms were so reasonable and 
just as to induce prospectors to do so 

In other words, the placer mines of 
Canada will not be developed unless the 
miner can have, as he deserves, ;ill that 
is in them, as he did in California, Cari 
boo and Cassiar. 

As a result of the failure of the Can- 
adian government to grapple seccussfully 
with tins proposition, we have the open- 
ing of an American route via Skagway, 
by means of which American commerce 
is reaping the harvest it justly deserves 
as the reward of push and enterprise, 

Skagway is a city on a small scale. 
' It claims a population of 5,000 people. 
It has waterworks, electric light and 
municipal organization, and it lives, 
grows and prospers at the expense of 
Canada. Its inhabitants are not of the 
needy classes. They earn and spend far 
more than the average citizen in older 
places. Adults naturally predominate in 
the population of such new towns. It is 
safe to say that with the money spent 
by the transient trade, its business rep- 
resents $400 per head of population, or 
in other words a gross volume of .^li.OO 
(100 taken almost exclusively from the 
Klondike mines in Canada. 

The Americans deserve this trade 
They have worked for it, and without 
any other feeling towards them than we 
should have towards a business com 
petitor in our own country, we must ad 
mit that the Anglo-Saxon keenness in 
business is more pronounced in our Am- 
erican cousins tli a n in our own Can 
adian stock. 

Tutting the output of Klondike for the 
last year at $10,000,000. Skagway h 
in one way or another- levied a toll of 
20 per cent, for American trade and 
commerce, 

It may not yet be too late to avert a 
complete loss, and let us hope that the 
Liberals and Conservatives of Canada 
will leave party to one side in trying to 
conserve the trade of Canada to Canada 
A railway from our northern seaboard, 
hipping Omineca and Cassiar on its way 
to the Yukon, would open up a mining 
country equal in richness to Kootenny, 
jind of tenfold greater extent. It. would 
bring to Canada the traflie of the Ameri- 
can iis well as the Canadian Yukon. 
It. would provide a home demand for the 
produce of. Canadian farmers and for the 
manufactures oi Canada, which latter 
,&0 lint look to the United States or Eng- 
land for a r ai,Ii ct, 

Canadians are a loya! ocojile They 
prefer their own institutions tci those of 
our cousins to the South, but loyVMty 
should not be unfairly taxed and asked 
to stand byand look on when trade, the 
bread of commercial life, is being taken 
away arid given to those to whom it 
does not fairly belong. 

Arc the people of British Columbia ro 
allow the parliament of Canada, again to 
meet without an \innnby,oilH expression 
«u ™ liuin H fethec than Senator McDon- 
ald's) that neither Canada as a whole, 
nor British Columbia as a part, should 
or will be satisfied until the all-rail Can- 
adian route to the Yukon is an accom- 
plished fact?

.That man In the present '.time Is Incap- 
able! of doing v'iiinn.y 1 of the 1 things which 
Christ did or caused to be done, I acknowl- 



edge, and I have never .claimed, otherwise: 
but I do da' I'm that what we do Is but the 
harmonious workings of nature's luws, 
.vhicli Christ understood so peiioctly uuu 
we at present so Imperfectly. 

That we can, as we have often done, 
through the agency of hypnotic suggestion, 
make the blind to see, the deal to hear, 
the liune to walk, etc., proves to my sat- 
isfaction that Christ with bis higher and 
mere perfect knowledge of the same forces 
could actually raise the dead, as it is re- 
corded he did. That a hypnotized person 
Cttll hold his hands In Haines aud feel no 
pain nor have afterwards any sign of 
lire upon it, as I have seen done, also con- 
vinces me that It were possible for Shatl- 
rach, Meslmch and Abeduego, with thek' 
great faith and psychic powed, to go 
through the dry furaace unscathed. 

That It would be possible to demonstrate 
that power to tlint degree now, I have never 
claimed, but that they are all miracles 
(except In the sense of our Inability to com- 
prehend the fundamental principles gov- 
erning such conditions), 1 must confess my 
skepticism. Neither do 1 claim that It Is 
possible in every city or on all occasions 
to demonstrate our knowledge of and 
nbilitv to use nature's laws for the healing 
of the sick of even ordinary disease. We 
must have harmonious environment. Even 
Christ was compelled to recognize that the 
assistance- of harmonious conditions were 
necessary to complete success. "And He 
did not iriany mighty works there because 
of their unbelief." (Matt. 18-58.) 

If all the crime's which have been com- 
mitted and then attributed to the evil In- 
flucnco of hvpnotlsm were facts, they would 
argue much against Its practice; but I have 
found in ninny Instances that upon personal 
Investigation there was nothing to prove 
that hypnotism played any part In them 
whatever. That the few "authenticated 
cases" where its Induction had proven of 
harm to the mental, physical or moral 
nature were instances where the hypnotized 
parties had been educated In the super- 
stitious belief that harm would come from 
It; that they would not be able to resist 
u command of any kind if accompanied by 
the mysterious and all powerful (?) glance 
of a certain kind; and It was their firm 
belief In tills power which caused the re- 
sult, for we nil know It Is the belief of 
our inlnds that controls the action of our 
bodies, or, In other words, "according to 
your faith, be It unto you." 

It Is because I realize that this faith In 
a mysterious power which Is so prevalent 
among the ignorant classes might occasion- 
ally produce its evil results that I take so 
much' pnins in every place I give an en- 
tertainment to Instruct the people In n 
simple way. and show them the power of 
their own minds and tench them their abil- 
ity to assert their own will, which cannot 
be overcome by the will of another, but 
If applied in the right: direction will be of 
great benefit to themselves. 

T did not criticize the book- on "mental 
suggestion, "by Dr. Ochronwlcz. because I 
hud my own book for Bale, as was Insinuat- 
ed, for my own book Is not for sale nt 
present, as the great number who applied 
to me for a copy can testify. It Is only 
one more false accusation, and I leave It 
to the pconlo now to judge for themselves 
If my teachings nn> "fallacious and danger- 
ous." if I am only a "show man," I trv 
to teach the people what I conscientiously 
believe to be truths, which. If properfv 
understood nnd applied, will be of great 
benefit to humanity.

As the long line of sweet and shining 
faces defiled past they were Indeed 
"Better than all the ballads 
That ever were sung, or said:

TWO YEARS AND A HALF. 

Young Finlnyson Pleads Guilty and Its 
Sentenced by Mr. Justice Walkom. 

Kenneth A. Finlaysou yester<lay tool 
a speedy trial before Mr. Justice Wal- 
kem on the charge of taking money from 
the Dominion Savings Bank oC which lie 
was teller. Finlaysou did not make any 
defence at nil, but simply pleaded guilty 
to each charge as it was read. 

Mr. Ij. P. Puff who appeared for him 
drew the judge's attention to fhe fact 
that Fiulayson had not destroyed any of 
the deposit slips on which he had ai>- 
propriated the money, the inference be- 
ing that it had been his intention 1o rr 
place the money ultimately. Mr, Duff 
also pointed out that here was a young 
man of 2'.i years of upre who although he 
was handling the large sum of $200,000 
or $30@j000 a year as a teller in n gov- 
ernment bank only received :jM."j.S3 a 
month and out of that had to pay for 
superannuation and guarantee fund. He 
was, too, practically the sole support, of 
his mother and some younger brothers on 
a salary that was barely sufllcicnt to 
supply the necessaries of life to one per- 
son. Perhaps this was not altogether the 
place to say it, some considerable por- 
tion of the responsibility for The blight- 
ing of tliis young man fell on those per- 
sons who allowed such a state of things 
to exist nnd put temptation in his way. 
Mr. Duff pointed out, too, that not only 
was the young man's career cut off but 
the family had lost their means of sup- 
port and had to bear the disgrace of his 
action besides. On these grounds he 
asked for a light sentence. 

Mr. Justice Walkcra could not agree 
with the view that the smallness of the 
.■■■alary was any excuse for dishonesty. 
Had the salary' not sufficed, Pinlayson 
could have resigned his position. The 
taking of the money, too, wns not done 
at one time under impulse but extended 
over a number of months and taking in- 
fo account that the law was stricter in 
the case where savings banks we're con- 
cerned, the court would inflict a sen- 
tence of two years and a half in the peni- 
tentiary and Pinlayson might think him- 
self lucky to get off with that. ■

Tito Famous Mining Appeal of Iron 
Mask in Centre Star Be- 
ing Argued. 



Judgment Given Deciding in Favor 
of the City of Nelson Elec- 
tric By-Law. 



'Che Pull court were busy yesterday 
hearing the appeal of defendants in the 
famous mining suit of Iron Mask vs. 
Centre Star. This is a most important 
case, the first one of the kind involving 
extra lateral rights under the former 
•method of location in British Columbia, 
When the prior locator was given the 
right to follow his vein outside his side 
lines and under the surface of a mine 
located later. This kind of difficulty 
cannot take place under the present pro- 
vincial mineral laws, which give mineral 
rights only within the lines of a claim, 
the size of the mining claims being made 
1,500 feet square, so as to give space for 
fair-sized underground workings within 
the side lines. The argument which 
opened yesterday was the defendant's 
appeal, Mr. E. P. Davis, Q. C, and Mr, 
Gait appearing for the Centre Star, and 
Messrs. Bi V. Bod well and A. II. Mc- 
Neill for the Iron Mask. The appeal 
is to reverse two judgments pronounced 
by Mr. Justice Walkem, continuing an 
injunction against the Centre Star people 
and prohibiting this company from con- 
tinuing to sink an incline shaft on a body 
of ore which has its apex, according to 
defendants' contention, in the Centre 
Star and following the dip of the vein 
under the ground of the Iron Mask, ami 
also prohibiting the Centre Star from 
proceeding with a winze sunk from a 
drift in the said vein within Iron Mask 
ground. 

These two judgments of Mr. .Tustiee 
Walkem were given on October-], short- 
ly after the purchase of the Centre Star 
property by T. G. Blackstock and George 
Gooderhnin, of Toronto, who proceeded 
then to get themselves added as party 
defendants, to maintain their rights to 
the vein in question. Recently the de- 
fendants applied for an order to inspect, 
sample and experiment on the property 
in dispute. 

The contention of plaintiffs is that de- 
fendants' vein, if it be a vein at all, is 
cut off and terminated by a fiat fault or 
water course, which varies in thickness 
from two to four feet, and plaintiffs 
maintained their injunction as soon as 
the defendants reached the said water 
course in the workings. The application 
for inspection also came before Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem. who considered that he 
was bound by the terms of the injunc- 
tion already pending, and. therefore, re- 
fused the order. The Centre Star Co. 
are appealing from this refusal also. 
The material before the court is very 
voluminous, consisting of '-'0 or more 
affidavits by various mining experts, 
about half of whom testified that the 
vela is terminated by the Hat fault, 
while the other half of the experts de- 
cided, on the contrary , that the vein is 
continuous on the other side of the fault. 
The appellants in all these cases argue 



that this conflict of evidence renders it 
impossible for any court or judge to de- 
cide as to the ownership of the vein in- 
telligently without prosecuting further 
work oa the other side of the fault, and 
undertake to do the work at their own 
expense, even at the risk of proving their 
contention to be erroneous. 

On the last occasion when the injunc- 
tions were argued before Mr. Justice 
Walkem they lasted a week. It is ex- 
pected, however, that the present argu- 
ment will be compressed into not more 
than three days. 

NELSON ELECTKIC BL-LAW. 

The Pull court yesterday gave judg- 
ment, allowing the appeal of the city of 
Nelson in regard to the Nelson electric 
light by-law, and dismissed with costs 
Mr, Justice Walkcm's order <iunshing 
the by-law. The following is the text 
of the Chief Justice's judgment: 

With great respect for the opinion of 
the learned judge whose decision is in 
appeal I think that he went wrong in 
applying to this case the authorities upon 
which he proceeded. 

The municipality was admittedly act- 
ing within its powers in acquiring the 
property in question. 

It is not disputed that the council was 
composed of persons competent to origin- 
ate and carry the by-law or that being 
a quorum they acted honestly and dis- 
interestedly in the exercise of a discre- 
tion independent of the mayor, who did 
not even attend any of the meetings at 
which the by-law was rend a first, second 
and third time, or that the necessary as- 
sent was duly given by a three-fourths 
majority of the electors or that they vot- 
ed knowing the mayor to be a share- 
holder in the company from which the 
property was being purchased. 

In these circumstances there is of 
course no suggestion that the mayor was 
guilty of anything morally wrong. But 
it is contended that, in as much as the 
members of the council are substantially 
in the positioin of trustees for the inhab- 
itants of the municipality and because 
as it is said the rule is that any trans- 
action between trustees and cestui que 
trust will be set aside at the instance of 
the latter, therefore merely by reason of 
the dual position of the mayor this by- 
law must be quashed on the application 
of the respondent. 

I do not think it necessary to consider 
whether the rule has been accurately 
stated but assuming its existence and 
application then to the municipality and 
not to a single dissatisfied ratepayer 
would seem to belong the right to decide 
whether the transaction should stand as 
being beneficial to the municipality or be 
set; aside as not being for its benefit or 
whether the mayor should be made to 
account for any profit which he may have 
| derived. 

In this view the question of ratification 
I by the ratepayers would naturally pre- 
sent itself for determination. 

The rule applicable between trustees 
and cestui que trust in the ordinary sense 
of the terms is founded upon the impos- 
sibilty of determining with certainty 
whether the trustee has used his influ- 
ence to bring about the transaction which 
takes place in private and if be choose to 
enter into it he cannot complain if his 
interest is made to give way to that of 
the cestui que trust. The matter con- 
cerns themselves only. 

But why should the rule be extended 
to a totally different situation? 

A municipality is created and regulated 
by statute. 

The powers given it are for the benefit 
of the whole community. 

What a municipality does is necessar- 



ily done in 'public with every opportunity 
for full discussion under conditions ex- 
cluding the possibility of any secret in- 
fluence and is subject to the* safeguards 
which the legislature has deemed suffici- 
ent. 

In this ease the parties were at arm's 
length. 

If the mayor's dual position was a 
material circumstance surely it was for 
the ratepayers themselves to determine 
what importance ought to be attached to 
this. 

Why should the court import this rule 
contended for with the effect of fettering 
the municipality by an incapacity not 
imposed by the legislature and resulting 
as I humbly think only in serious embar- 
rassment to a municipality in dealing 
with the very extensive subjects over 
which at the present time powers are 
conferred upon municipalities? 

Quite apart from any particular pro- 
vision of the Municipal Clauses act I 
would hesitate to concur in laying down 
such a rule us applicable to a munici- 
pality. 

In my opinion the public interest for- 
bids it. 

But I am of opinion that the legislature 
has taken into its own hands the mea- 
sure of protection which it has thought 
necessary for the ratepayers generally in 
allowing (C. 1-14. s. 10, ss. 10a) a mem- 
ber of a council to be concerned ns a 
shareholder in dealings and contracts be- 
tween it and the municipality while pro- 
hibiting him from voting in the council 
on any question affecting the company 
and in providing for the case of a mem- 
ber of the council being or becoming in- 
terested in a contract with the munici- 
pality (ss. 21 and 22) while refraining 
from avoiding the contract itself as was 
done by the Ontario act under considera- 
tion in Baird v. Almonte. 

I do not think it would be useful to 
discuss the numerous authorities cited 
in the very able argument addressed to 
us. 

The one mentioned is perhaps that most 
favorable for the respondent, but it dif- 
fers widely from the ense. 

The absence from our act of the enact- 
ment leferred to, makes a distinction as 
regards the question of ratification. 

1 will only add that I do not doubt that 
the court will always be able to afford 
the adequate relief in any case that may 
arise where it may be shown that the 
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council or ratepayers have not freely 
and properly exercised their powers with- 
out the adoption of an arbitrary rule. 

I would allow the appeal with costs.
